A. Vegetable Product of Japan That 


Is ia Demand for This 


Country. 


The department of agricultuTe is 


trying to introduce into cultivation in 
this country a plant native to Japau, 
which furnishes a sort of vegetable 
leather. 
It is a pretty shrub called 


the "mltsumata," and Its inner bark, 
after going 
through a process of 


maceration, is converted Into a sub- 
stance as tough as French 
kid, so 


translucent that one can almost see 
through it, and as pliable and soft as 
calfskin. 
In Japan pipe cases and to- 


bacco pouches are manufactured from 
the material, as well as a kind of wall 
paper which is already becoming fash- 
ionable in America. 
Such, wall pa- 


pers of vegetable leather are turned 
out in beautiful designs for wall and 
ceiling decoration, being stamped and 
modeled by hand in most artistic pat- 
terns. 


It would seem that we have a good 


deal to learn from tho Japanese about 
paper making. 
Already 
we import 


large quantities of another kind of pa- 
. per obtained from the same plant, for 
use as 
legal 
documents, diplomas, 


deeds and bonds. 
There are at lonst 


eight other plants from which, the sub- 
jects of tho mikado obtain paper stuff, 
while we depend for .such material 
upon wood pulp and rags of cotton and 
linen. 


Mr. David G. Fairchild, one of the 


government 
agricultural 
explorers, 


who has made a special study of this 
iubject, says that it is not pleasant 
to think that the brilliant white note 
paper which a lady uses may have in 
it part of the filthy garment of some 
Egyptian fellah, saved by a ragpicker 
from a gutter, yet it is a fact tnat 
hundreds of tons of Egyptian rags are 
fetched every year to 
the 
United 


States to supply our paper mills. 
At 


Mannheim on the Khine the American 
importers 
have 
ragplcking houses, 


where rags arc collected from all over 
Europe (the disease infected Levant 
not excepted), and where women and 
children work witb wet sponges tied 
over their mouths, sorting the filthy 
scraps for shipment to New York. Our 
best papers arc made of these rags. 


Paper mads from tho inner bark of 


plants, like the "roltsumata," are a 
creation of the orient. They are soft- 
er,- silkier, tougher and lighter than 
our pupers. 
If wet they lose their 


strength, like tissue paper, but on dry- 
ing regain it. 
They are usually ab- 


sorbent, and for this reason were high- 
ly valued for surgical purposes. 


Wonders to Be Seen at Home. 


Within very recent years the Amer- 


ican people in general have been learn- 
ing as they never did before the won- 
ders of their own country. They wont 
abroad for scenery and to view places 
of historical Interest, unmindful that 
their own land contained spectacles un- 
rivaled elsewhere and relics of a civ- 
ilization that Is prehistoric. 
Places 


that only a few years ago had hardly 
a visitor now attract many thousands 
annually. Tbe Yellowstone park has 
become well known, so also tbe stu- 
pendous Yosemlle, the Imposing Sier- 
ras rising abruptly almost from the 
jea level to heights of nearly three 
miles. America abounds with miracles 
of nature, grandly impressive or mar- 
yelously beautiful.—Buffalo Courier.

NEUTRAL ZONE ON THE 


FRONTIER IS DEMARKED 


AH Differences Jlnst be Submitted to 


The Hague Tribui a'.—Agreement, 


Signed, for '1 en Years, Can 


be Exteuclect. 


STOCKHOLM, Sept, 25.—The Associat- 


ed Press has succeeded in securing the 
text of the protocol signed at Karlstad 
Saturday by the Norwegian-Swedish del- 
egates appointed to arrange the terms 
for the dissolution of the union of Nor- 
way and Sweden subject to the ratifica- 
tion of the riksdag and storthing. The 
historic document which will become a 
treaty when ratified by the two parlia- 
ments, eonsints of five main articles and 
thirtj'-fivo sub-clauses. The first article 
deals with arbitration; the second with 
the neutral zone and the demolition of 
the fortification; the'third with reindeer 
pastures, etc., the fourth with intertraffic 
and he lifth with common waterways. 
The agreement provides for the compul- 
sory arbitration before The Hague court 
of all disputes except matters of vital in- 
terest, for the period of a decade with 
extensions for other periods of ten years 
unless two years previous notice is giv- 
en of un intention to abrogate it. The 
treaty provides for a zone on either side 
of the frontier whivli shall forever be 
neutral and for the demolition of the 
fortresses within that zone with the ex- 
ception of the old portions of the forti- 
fications of FredriUsten, Gyldenloeve and 
Overbjerget, 
which may remain, but 


•which are not to be used as fortifica- 
tions. A headquarters staff and garri. 
son may be maintained at Fredriksten 
to the same extent us prior to the erec- 
tion of the new fortifications. No ex- 
tension of the Kongsvinger group of for- 
tifications will be permitted, nor of the 
new forts erected within ten kilometers 
of the old fortress of Kongsvinger. 


ARBITRATION FEATURES. 


Regarding the settlement of disputes 


the following provisions are made in the 
treaty: 


The two countries undertake to sub- 


mit all matters of dispute to The Hague 
arbiration court which do not affect the 
independence, integrity or vital interests 
ot either. 


Disputes in regard to the interprcta 


tion of the method of carrying out the 
agreement to be arrived at in connection 
with the dissolution of tlie union shall 
not, however, be submitted to The Hague 
court. 


This agreement is to remain in force 


for a decade from the date of its signa 
ture. It may be extended for a, similar 
period it" it is not denounced by either 
party at least two years before the ex- 
piration of the term of ten years. 


REGARDING NEUTRAL ZONE. 


The document says anent a neutral 


zonci 


In order to insure peace between the 


two countries a /one is to be provided on 
each side of tlie frontier which shall for 
ever be neutral and must not be used by 
either country for war operations nor 
can there be stationed or gathered with- 
in the zone armed military forces except 
as provided in clause "I1'" and such as 
sire necessary to maintain order or cope 
with accidents. If either country con- 
structs railroads 
through the zone 


troops may be transported and people 
living within the zone may be collected 
there for military duty, but must im- 
mediately be transported away. Forti- 
fications, war ports or depots for the 
amy or navy must not be maintained nor 
new ones established within the zone 
This agreement is suspended in case the 
two countries assit each other in a war 
afc-Inst a common enemy and also il 
either goes to war with a third power. 


THRRK OTHER ARTICLES. 


Article three refers to reindeer pas 


tures, etc.. as follows: 


For humanitarian reasons, both cairn/ 


tries agree to grant each country's no- 
madic Laplanders the privileges containec 
in the amendment of 18S3 to the treat j 
of 1751, which amendment neither coun 
try shall demand to be. cancelled withoul 
the consent of the other. 


Article four deals with inter-traffic, as 


lollows: 


Each country agrees neither through 


prohibitory import or export laws to ii 
any way interfere with or moke dilficul 
the transport or transit of goods. In case 
of war complications with or between 
other powers or iti other extraordinary 
aases arms and ammunition and othe 


powers or in other extraordinary cases 
arms and ammunition and other war ma- 
terial shall be deemed contraband. Ex- 
planations may be made as demanded by 
international laws or the security of their 
own neutrality. Exceptions may also be 
made for sanitary reasons. 


Transit goods must not be taxed with 


export duty or similar charges, nor must 
any distinction be made in charges of 
transit. 


Article five referring to common wa- 


terways is as follows: 


A. If a proposition is made for dam- 


ming waterways or similar work within- 
one country that country's laws shall de- 
cide the matter although tlie action may 
interfere with the water of the other 
jountry, the inhabitants of which have 
,he same rights, 


13. In accordance with 
international 


irecedence, it is stipulated 
that 
such 


works may not be carried out without 
;he permission of the other country if a 
change of water 
course 
should sub- 


stantially interfere with the use of such, 
ivater for commercial purposes or cause 
zreat changes within an extended area. 


The protocol was signed for Sweden by 


Christian Lundebcrg the premier, Count 
A. F. Wachtmeister, minister of foreign 
affairs, Hjalmar Hnmniarskjold, minister 
of education, and Karl Staaf, and for 
Norway by Christian Michelsen, the pre- 
mier, Carl D. Bcrncr, president oi the 
Storthing, J. Loevelnnd, minister of for- 
eign affairs and Benjamin Vogt, former 
minister of the interior. 


THREATEN MAYOR DUNNE

Letters Declaring He Will 


be Assassinated. 


CHICAGO, Sept. 25.—Mayor 
Dunne 


and his family have been threatened in 
anonymous letters, sent both to his of- 
fice a.nd 
his home, with annihilation with 


dynamite. The police crusade against 
vice and gambling instigated the authors 
of the theatening- epistles. The writers 
are believed to include several consta- 
bles, two safeblowers and a notorious sa- 
loonkeeper, who dictated the document 
at the demand of gamblers and crooks. 


"I have received a number of these let- 


tors," Mayor Dunne said yesterday af- 
ternoon. He was sitting in his home and 
a patrolman was passing back and forth 
beneath the window. "I suppose every 
public man gets them at some time or 
another. Usually they amount to noth- 


ing, 
so I do not wish to seem to be giving 


any heed to them. The contents of the 
letters are similar to those sent to Chief 
Collins and perhaps were sent by the 
same coterie of men." ,

by Governor La Follettc? These 
are 


questions which are being considered by 
many Wisconsin people in the light of 
political conditions in the state. . 


The governor is beset with the trou- 


bles which 
always come in 
politics 


through a big majority. Thinking they 
are invincible, his followers seem to feel 
that all -they have to do is to reach out 
and take whatever they want. The far- 
sighted La Follettc leaders are urging 
them to go slow and point out the dan- 
gers likely to fallow the carrying of this 
belief too for. They are urging the rank 
and file to wait until later before pledg- 
ing themselves to any candidate for a 
place on the state ticket, as there may be 
they say, an entire change in the politi- 
cal outlook before the time comes to hold 
the primary election next fall which will 
nominate a state ticket. But this well- 
meant and seasonable advice appears to 
have fallen on deaf ears. 


THREE CANDIDATES IN WELD. 
Those who have ambitions are proceed- 


ing with their preliminary campaign just 
as strenuously as before, and as there are 
at least three pronounced candidates for 
governor in the field on the administra- 
tion side, the issue is rapidly becoming 
complicated. The friends of W. D. Con- 
nor say he is in the raca to stay and even 
the governor will not be able to force 
him to withdraw. Senator MeGillivray is 
just as positive regarding his candidacy, 
though not 
so emphatic. 
Lieutenant 


Governor Davidson has not formally en- 
tered the field, though it is well under 
stood that he will do so when the pro- 
per time arrives. 


That these will be the only candidates 


on that side no one believes. But the 
more there are the greater will be the 
break on the administration side. It is 
this that troubles the leaders not a little. 


It would be hard lines indeed if the 


stalwarts, who so bitterly opposed the 
primary law and now arc in what ap- 
pears to be a hopeless minority, should 
be its beneficiaries by means of a divis- 
ion on the other 
side. Yet 
stranger 


things have happened, as matters look 
now. The fear of this has given rise to 
another report that Governor La Fol- 
lette may yet give up the scnatorship and 
make another run for governor in order 
to hold his forces together. 


It is significant of the depth to which 


the crevice in the administration ranks 
has gone that it is said by many who 
are his friends that such a course will be 
disastrous to him. They say that he has 
been elected senator, and the people will 
not be satisfied to have nlm juggle with 
the two offices in such fashion. In saying 
this, however, they forget the strength 
of the governor before the people. 


HOLDS GREAT POWER. 


While there is every reason to believe 


that, for various reasons, many of his 
old-time leaders have broken away to a 
more or less extent, the mass of his fol- 
lowers throughout the state think he is 
in the right, and were he to appear be- 
fore them and place his position, as he 
can do, before their minds it would be a 
rash man who would wager on his defeat. 
This going to the people with his plans 
has always been one of the chief sources 
of strength with the governor, and, ad- 
mitting nil that is said regarding the 
cleavage here and there from him, when 
it comes to a primary vote, with other 
candidates in the field, his chances of suc- 
cess, it is believed, would be far better 
than those of any of his opponents. 


Nevertheless, every politician 
recog- 


nizes the fact that the primary election 
law is a. two-edged sword which may do 
as much damage to its friends as to its 
enemies. 
Under this law there is no 


time for consultation and comparing 
notes regarding the various candidates 
in convention. Kach voter decides for 
himself, and his decision is final.

A venerable and familiar form has dis- 


appeared from our streets. Another link 
binding the present with the early his- 
tory of our town lias been severed. He 
was a model citizen, a successful business 
'man, generous of labor and means, a true 
type of the best American manhood. His 
death is indeed a loss to this community. 


James H. Kelley was born at Avon, 


near Canandaigua, New- York, Sept. 7, 
1815. His father was a surgeon in the 
United States aravy and saw service in 
the war of 1812, but died shortly before 
James was born,, leaving 
the 
family 


wholly without means of support. • The 
subject of this sketch, began to assist in 
caring for the household at the early age 
of six years, at the same time getting 
such schooling as was obtainable at home. 
He worked wherever he could find em- 
ployment, sometimes at the printer's 
trade, then again as clerk in the old time 
general stores. 
Perhaps no better pur- 


suits could be found in those early days, 
than these, to round out the practical 
education needed for success in life. He 
used, to tell that one of his first employ- 
ers said* when engaging him, "In this 
store, sixteen ounces make a pound and 
three feet a yard, every day." 
This les- 


son he never forgot and he exemplified it 
all through his business career. 


In 1837 Mi: Kelley was married 
at 


Cleveland, 0., to Miss Emily C. Hussey, 
and there engaged in mercantile pursuits 
until 1S5S, when he moved to Racine. 
With the late Isaac Taylor he formed a 
partnership and engaged in the lumber 
business, which was carried on under the 
firm names of Taylor, Murray & Co., Mur- 
ray, Slauson & Co., Kelley & Hurray, 
Kelley, Weeks & Co., and j. H. and F. R. 
Kelley to the time of his death. In the 
earlier years the concern had large log- 
ging and milling interests at Kevraunee, 
and Sir. Kelley in all the essentials of 
manageiucnt and direction was the lead- 
ing: partner. 


In the year 1805 his wife died and Mr. 


Kelley was married in 1867 to Mrs. Mary 
E. Carr, a sister .of'file, widow of Isaac 
Taylor, who survives him. There arc 
also thirteen children who mourn his loss, 
viz:

The death of Mr. Kelley will be widely 


mourned for he was highly esteemed 
wherever known. Ilia tastes were simple, 
his habits methodical, his 
friendships 


loyal and true. He was industrious, tem- 
perate, frugal .and frank in the expression 
of his views. His opinions were intelli- 
gently formed and not easily 
changed. 


His judgment was sound and his advice 
in business matters was often sought. His 
sterling integrity and thorough reliabil- 
ity are qualities greatly needed in these 
days. 


Mr. Kelley was a man of great kind- 


ness of heart and lie loved to have his 
kindred and friends about him. He was 
a religious man. He never obtruded his 
feelings upon others, but he had a pro- 
found reverence for sacred things. 
He 


had strong faith in C4od's word, and not 
long ago expressed, to the writer, his 
confidence in our Lord Jesus Christ as his 
personal Savior. 


For forty-five years Mr, Kelley made 


his home in the house whore he passed 
away, his death being the first break in 
the family circle in forty years.

WHAT WARRANT CHARGES. 


The warrant charges that Edgar G. 


Kime of Wateriord, did on the 18th day 
of August, 1905, at the village of Water- 
ford, Racme county, willfully and felon- 
ously send a certain communication. 
addressed to the said complainant and 
enclosed in an envelope with postage 
duly paid, which said letter and<envelope 
were deposited by said Edgar G. Kime 
in the postoffice in the village of Water- 
ford, said 'envelope being addressed to 
Dr. W. J. Heidbrink. The said letter 
threatened to accuse the complainant of 
a certain crime \vith a female child; al- 
so threatened to do him injury to his 
business and profession, unless the com- 
plainant sent to Kime a receipt for mon- 
ey due complainant. The letter is aa 
follows. 


CONTENTS OF LETTER. 


Racine, Wi>., Aug. IS, 1905. 


If you send me a receipt for my bill I 


will keep still and call it settled. If not 
I will let the law take its course and I 
hope in the future you won't try and 
take advantage of little girls. Hoping 
to bear from you at your earliest oppor- 
tunity. I remain 
Edgar G. Kime. 


N. B.—If not settled I will push it to 


the full extent of the law.

SAYS BATE IS TOO LOW. 


"These, yards cost .abont $13,000 
or 


$14,000 each and we are at some expense 
keeping them up. We spent $50,000 last 
year in maintaining our yards; 
about 


$116 apiece on the Iowa Central and' $70 
apiece on the other road. Our road lias 
added a million dollars in wealth to the 
northwest in the last year by our con- 
tinuing in the live stock freight business. 
I believe the rate on live stock is too 
low. If we did not handle the live stock 
business we could handle grain at a much 
higher rate per car and much better for 
us. By adhering to- the livestock busi- 
ness we have promoted a diversity of in- 
dustries in Iowa to the great benefit of 
the state. Iowa is a. stock state and ft 
is better for the farmer to raiso one 
steer than to raise his value in produce.
